lifter his death fome of his labours comming to the hands of 
f)isftiends>W (Mtred wd imperfect papers ^t hey laboured with 

the help of others that heard him declm his judgement herein, 
to fet forth this little treatife, wherin they have not varied from 
the Arthurs Judgement % but onelfin one point in the j.verfe, 
which is concerning the wounded head, wherein for the clearing 
of the matter jhey have added the lines thus«marked. Which* 
litle diferethfom the Authours undemanding of it ; the whUh 
{houldmt ham been altered, if the worke had been left f erf cfh 
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H E Eteroall (whofe power is over all ) from the be- 
ginning hath put cnmitk- between the Serpent & ihe Oi.j.iy. 
Woman, and between the feedcot the Woman, and 
the feed if the Serpent , whereupon it hath come to 
pafle in all ages , that the feed or the woman hath la- 
boured to break the fcrpenti head* that is, to dt lhty 
his w oikcSjtread him under foot, and triumph in vic- 
tory over him : Heonthecon r>rie hath laboured as caineltly to refill 
God j to deceive the Nations /and to bring all into condemnation and 
deftru&ion with himftlf . And imongit the manifold wayes & meanes, 
which Sacan hath deviftd and pra&iud , to manifdl his malice agamlt 
God and hisSaincls , none ham been mote dangerous, nor more avail- 
able to further iniquitie and cauf dcfttuclion j then the Antichriilian 
generation, which under che title ot (he Church and Spowfc of Chrilt, 
and Minilters of the Gofpell , have corrupted the earth and brought the 
Nations into mX rable bondage and fliverie. 

In this 13 chapter is declared the itate, policy and proceeding of the 
Antichriltiau Dominion and Kingdome, as the lame wasfignihedand 
forelhewcd to lohn the fervant of lefus Chrilt in a threefold forme. 
Firtt by a beaft nfing up out of the fea,having 7. heads & to. homes.

Secondly by a bt ait coming up out of the earth, having two hornes

8 
cuted and decoyed the holy people of God thelewcs) Were iijjnifitd 
and loieftiewed ioDankl,iu a vifion vnder the formes of ft Viral 1 beads, 
according to the qualities bt'thofe dominions j to here the Anjchriitian 
dominion which persecuted the Churches and people ot Chrilt i' was 
touflu'wed to luhn under the formes otfuchbcalts asareheredtlcri-

That by this firft Deaft was Signified and re prefen ted Tome flare of 
people and body politique , I prefume no reasonable man exerrifed ia 
the Scriptures will deny, becaufe ( as it hath been fayd ) it is there to be 
frcne that fuch States and Dominions as God hathufed asroddsand 
fcouiges to chaftifc&correclhif Church and people witball,have been 
rtptckntcd by beaAs* States and Dominions they are or two forts, cy- 
der Ecclefiaftical or Civil,but of which fort the State here ment iSjther* 
hath been and isamt oppofifion.Many undefftand it to be the Romane 
Empire, to which I cannot confenr, becaufe the Romane Empire is or** 
deyned ot God, and is therefore a lawrull Dominion. But the Domini- 
on herereprefented.is ftyd to be from the Dragon that old Serpent the 
Divell, who is fayd to give his power and his throne and great authori- 
tie unto it, and therefore unlaw? ull t neither can I conceive it to be any 
other civil dominion for the fame reafon. But to be (hort ! under ftand 
it to be an Eccleiiaflicall Sate ot Dominion , and in parttcuhr that do- 
minion which is called The Cdthotikf Church reprtfentative coi>pfiiHi> of the 
VitUt) *xd Vreifhoodof m<tny Nations , as PatrUrches cWiW// ^Irthbifioft 
Bifbops, *ith divers •ifcer elefled per font, -who being tilled and gathered into «««- 



the moxfbif of God) to he of all men ohferved ty obeyed. Thefe general] conn- * 

fells (or as the Catholicfcs caltit ) the catholike Church re prefen wive,. 
have challenged and exef cifed fpirituatl authoritie and dominionfaccor- 
ding to the tew) over all fcjnreds toungs and Nations. By their law( s & 
canom they have guided and governed them as one vniverfall or Ca- 
tholick Church > and made them alto to obfervt their decrees andcom- 
maundomerits fofr doflnrie . This they have doers both before and alfo 
Uncc the Pope was exalted to his digmtie , as allhiirories of the Church 
doe certify , So that it hath been and is a great queftion anions the Ca« 
tholicks, whether the authoritie of the Pope, or the Catholic* Church 
in cafes of Religion be the greater. And whereas it is favd in the i * ve rf. 
that the fecond Beatt excrcifed all the pawer of the firft Bcaft before him, 
tberby is confirmed the tmeth of this expofition • For the fecond Bead 
beins the Pope (as hereafter is (hewed) hath excrcifed the whole pow- 
etokthe Catholic* church orgen;«ll cowifclli, and not of any other 
State or Dominion.

Further that thista the firft bcafl here prefented that which follow* 
eth < thorough Gods hclpc ) (hall make manifeft and apparant. But 
before I doe proceed 1 defire the Header to obferve that I doe not con- 
demne ail ufe of Connfells or Synods , but doe hold that diverfe men of 
divers churches may lawfully be afTembled together, to confult and ad- 
vifeof matters concerning Religion, andtheworfhipofGod, for their 
inflruclion and better information of their Iudgmcnts, and fo a good & 
holy ufe may be thereof. But that any counfclls have fuch power over 
the churches of Chrift, a to impofe upon them thrir commaundements 
fOr doctrine , and to vfurp thegovermenc of the Churches , and to rule 
andreigne over chem by their lawes and canons, and prefer ibe rules 
and formes how God wilbe worfhipped,as thcfegcncrall counfellshave 
done , that I doe deny , as being contrary to the pel feftion of the holy

more unlawfull to devife and impofe any oth.-r, 2nd therfore the fatd af- t <^.i s% 
femblyof the Apoflles and Elders, concluded to lay no greater burden 10. 
Vpon thedifeiples then to abfteynefrom fuch necefory things as either 
%ero fimply evill in themfelves , as fornication, or els evill m refpea of 
•Hence, at meats' oflfred to Idols, blood and things ftrancled. 

NOW to proceed, Firft it ii fayd of this Beail, ^rhar he did rife up out 
Of the fey . By hit riling up was f orefhewed that the Antiehriflian poli- 
cieihouldarifefroroapoore and meane cltate to great riches antfho- 
nour tn the world , which we and former generations have feene to ihe 
vtcermort fueled , For dayes there were when the Churches of Chrift 
both Mimrters and people were hated defpifed and pcrfecutcd in the 
World/yoyledof their goods, made gazingilocks and wonders , and if. 
Hi«fJ with all frmde of cruel tie, ashiitories borh facred and humane doc 
abufndamly (pcific and declare. The Apofllc Paul faith of himfrlf & htS 
fellow brethren the Minjfiers of the Gofptl, that they were as men ap- 
pointed to dciih J and in the account of the world as the filth, refnfe Be 
Offcoiiiing of all things.Btlt fince f hi* beailly c^newtion hath fucceeded 
the church^and under the rifles of Minifters of the Gofp* 11, and the Bi- 
fhopf ovtr Gods people, have found tneanes by little and little to rift up 
and to exalt themfelves over the Nations , and to brine the multitudes 
an d pr oples, and Nations and Toung« under rheir Iurifdidron rule and D 
Doininion.and they have fo rifen up rhar they are become the great men *" 'J' * . 
of the earth , and are waxed rich through rhe abund-mce of rh«r dclica- XmT *'f' l ' 7 ' 
cies. This miftfrvof rniquiric was working in the Apofiksrymt, for 
there wf r;- then crrpt into the church thole that defirrd worldly pompe 
and promotion, and were not contented with the portion of theLordes 
heritage, but their ambiciousdofires could not then be fatiffied ,rh<r S 
was a icrt m the way that hindered it , which lctt being removed thtir 
purpoft$ (foonc after) tooke eff< a, fitly therefore is this generation fa id 
A I to rife 
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to rife up (in rtfpc ft ot chofc whofe fucceflbrs thcy,boa<t thcmWucs to 
be} The former hold no cettaioe dwelling places but were expofed to 
hunger, thirft, cold, nakedneiTe, buffeting* &c ;i But thefchcter have 
rhe ir Lordly Houtes, warrehfc Catties, & Princelike I>alUccs 4 thcy havd 
t'icir rents, revenues, and abundance of riches, in greatcxteflc, they are 
d jmpoufly arayed in ilately robes and rich apparcil , (hey ruL like lords 
over Che people, 6c have power to afflicl all chat will not beare the yoke 
of their Dominion , thus is this generation nfcn up and exalted as aU 
may fee that lift tonvndetc. 

The place from whence this Dealt is fayd to tile lip., u the fed. Th« 
Naturall Sea we know is the gathering togieMttf many r wateis Gen.1.9. 
10, A like thing mull that be out of which this Bead was to rilt, But in 
the 17. chaprer,iW«//'W«, and nations, peoples and Toungs are relembled by 
waters . thettore che gathering together of fuel) into oik body polmke 
may rightly be refembled by che Sea. Thus then the trueth-Jtandeth; By 
the riling up of this bead out of the Sea wa* fortihewed, That tbofe ma- 
ny waters ( that is the people and multitudes and Nations and Toungs, 
not onely under the Homane Empire,but moft nations and people of tnc 
world) being gathered into one lea or ecclefiatticall State, lhould breed 
and bring forth this Monfter. * 

For they being of two contrary Torts, the feed of the Serpent 6c the 
feed of the Woman, children of thekingdome, and children of the vie., 
ked, vntotheone fort the word of God (in the admimiUation iherof )is 
the favour ot life unto life , unto the other fort it is the favour ot deacfc 
unto death, The one fort fcare God and wilobcy him rather then roan, 
The other feate and revt rence the arme of flelh, more then they doc the 
living God. Thefe (as light and darknefle) being contrary one toano- 
therjthe one being of Chiift* the other ot Belial ; how thcrrore (houUI, 
they in things concerning God and Chrifl, Faith and Religion, agree «* 
Cethcr* ThofewhichbeofGod, cannot but witnciTeagainit thulr cnat 
be Of the world , becaufe their deeds are cviU . Thofc which arc of tho 
WorlcL are heady high minded , proud boailers, Wife in their owne con- 
ceit, and thcrfore fcorne to be rebuked, and hate to be reformed. Thefe 
being together in the world as Wheate and Tares in one Field; and as 
Sheep and goatcsin one Flocke.thc true end of cheadmimltranon of the 
woid of God had beene to call and feparate the one from the other, the 
precious from the vile,bclcevers from infidells.But notwithstanding this 
Generation thought it to be wifedomc to take a contrary courfe, namely 
to bring all people of all fo'rrs to be one Church, and likewife unto vni- 
f.vmtiie in Religion. And becaufe if could not be effected by the power 
or the Word of God (that fword ot tho fpirit) t'ney procured the helpe 
of woiMly govcrnours 10 brine; it to pjfle by their power and comaund* 
»v which d.-vife and pohcie thefe manv waters, that is the Nations and 
pL-opl: have beene gather* d into one Church and ecclcallicall body po- 
luUc , here reprinted bv the Sea , and have been brought to ufe all 
one oid,r ot woilbip,fcrvitc and government. But this conformitie noq 

being 
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being procured thorough love, but conflray ned by feare, was but an hu- 
mane devife and worldly policie, and no divine lnftitution, Andther- 
fore could not be upholden, maynteyned and continued by che word of 
God,and the adminittration of a ferviceable Minillerit } but by the over- 
ruling power of a Lordly Prelacie j,whereuponit was thought meet that 
Synods orCounfells of the chief eft of the Prelates and Chrgie of di- 
verfe dominions lhould be gathered togither to make lawes and canons, 
which all men (hould be conftreyned by penall lawes to obferve and 
veild obedience unto , that fo peace and vnitie might be preferved and 
kept amongft them. And in (horc time it came to paiTe, that whatfoc ver 
thefe Synods or Counfells did agree upon and fet downe, (how falfe fo- 
ever,) was to be held canonicall, and ihofe that contradicted the fame, 
Were therfore caft out and condemned as Heretickes. This was the man- 
ner & the occasion of the rifing of this Bead out of this turbulent Sea. And 
here by the way Obferve, That* Every good giving and pet fa gift is from 4- /,„.„ . .„ 
6«v« from the father of lightts • But this beaft is from the Sea beneath not 
from above, and therfore not belonging to the kingdomeof Chrilt, buc 
an adverfary and enemie thereof. 

Of thisBeaft it is fayd, that he had 7. heads, a thing which is fnonf- 
trous in nature, And therfore by this was foreftiewed that the dominion 
feprefented by this Bea ft lhould be a roonftrous dominion. 
<• Concerning thefe h*ads, let thisbeconildered,That the whole fate 
Or focierie ot rhe Antic hriltian Sea,is of two forts of people,the one fort, 
they call the Clergie, the Other fort, the layette. Of 4 thefe the Clergie are as 
heads and guides todireft and goe before, And the Lay t tie 3$ rhe body or 
rathir the tayk to follow alter. Agayne by the fime policie , their 
clergy ire foiled into 7 . orders or degrees , namely ( to fpeak in their 
language) 1. Imtoitefeu ojlimj, 1. Irtforei. j. Exbttifldi A.tJtolnhi t <. Suh~ 
^Mconi.tf.'Du(renii7;/Si((rdotei. Thefe are the 7. orders of the Antichriftian 
Clergy, As for Popes, Cardinal!*, Patriarchs , Arch Bilhops, Bjihops, 
Arch deacons cVc. they are titles of dignitie, and not of orders. Forth* 
Pope is but a Preift concerning his orders , and when he (lands at the 
AJtar and fayth MaiTe, hedoth that as a Preift, and not as a Pope, and fo 
t>f all 'other degrees . THs confidered.it way well be faide of the Ami- 
chriitianSinagoguettntf State , that itis as a Monitor with 7. heads. As 
for the Minifters which God hath ordey ned to be in his Church, they 
are firft Apoftles, fecondly Prophets, thirdly Teachers cVc. \ Cor. 11.18. 
&c,Seealfo^«.rt. tf. 7. %. & EphefA* n. n. ii. And thefe onely were 
given for che gathering together of the Saintls t for the workofthe Unifitry, 
tndforth* education of tkt b'tdyofChriflMot fome to have a bunch of keys 
with a charge of the doores of this or thatTemple or Cathedrall Church, 
Another to have a booke to read ro the people things which neither he 
nor they did underAand. A third ro have a booke" of Conjurations or 
Charmes, with charge to read them or fay bv heart ro fuch as were dif- 
tracledof their witts, or poA*eflcd with divill* , and to put their hands 

vpon them . A fourth to hay e a Taper or wax candle with a candleftick 

to carry

to caw/ before the preitts and deacons in doeing their ferviCft

Thefc are not they which God hath given co be in the Church j Buc 
thefe are they wherof the Amichriftian clergy confiftcth , for whome- 
ver is one of that clergy, is one cf thefe 7. orders, be he Pope Prelate or 
els whatfoever , and to note and forcfliewe this point of policic , this 
Bead which Iohn faw had feven heads. 

If any (hall think this to be a vaine , frivolous , and ilraunge inter- 
pretation to underlland by the 7. heads of the bcaft, thefe 7. ordw of 
the Clergie , as thinking thofe heades to betoken things of greater now 
and importance: Let fuch confider what account and reckoning i s made 
of fuch perfons as hare received the Sacrament of Orders, and holy ton- 
fure in the kingdome of the Baaft, and they (hall find the interpretation 
not impertinent, but very agreable. For a time there was fince the wrt- 
*i „ ., ting of this prophecy , * when the meaneft flirimpe that waswithie 
We conai. ^ M orders(as they call them) was held to bcot that dignitie, chac 
Mtuhonen. the cheiteft and wonn ie ft ftcu | ar mdge in a kingdomc was held vowor- 
i<<mdtm* |hie t0 • d 0f cen f ure ,|, em f or at1 y trefpalTe orfaft , how notorious 
C4« m .mo. wie | (C( j and manjfert foever, becaufc they had received holy Tonfure, & 
were therby cooperated and fet a pare unco God, cobc his portion and 
heritage ,& to pray for the pecple,and therfore were exempted from all 
fecular jurifdiftton and power, fuch was their dignitie accounted to be, 
and ftill is where that kingdomc prcvayleth and hath the dominion* yea, 
even in this hnd that quarrell hath ectt the King his Crownc: as is to be 
fcen in the Hittoryes ot the Rcigue of King Iohn , and not his Crownc 
onely, but his life alfo. Now if the meaneft oi them be above the domi- 
nion of any Kingor fecular Iudge, and fecular ludges be the heads of the 
people, whome God hath appointed to beare rule over them, well may 
thefe be faid to be as heads in the kingdome of the Bear? , wherin theft 
Qiavelings are holden to be fo holy and high in dignitie and degree. 

As this Bead which John faw had 7.&"«'» fo likewife it had 10. hone/, 
whereby was forefhewed that as the kings of the Medea and Per/tans 
were (hewed and reprefented to Daniel, by the *. homes of the Bead 
which he faw in his vifion, fo the kings of many kingdomes fhould be as 
guarders and defenders of the A" tichriiriaa kingdome and Date . And 
that this fcripfure hath b«ne fulfilled to the vttermoft by the kings of 
the Nations, isfomanifeft, that none can be ignorant of it, thatareof 
judgment and experience. And it was jult with the Lord to make the 
Kings of the earth vaflcls to this Beaft,becaufe they received not the love 

of Che 
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jf the troth, but tooke pleaftire in unrghteoufneffe j they would not 
forrake their ftnaes to hue godlUy, rightcoufly, and fobtxlv ( as all muft 
doe that will attain* falvation) but they wnuld hue after their lufh and 
jm fi,mc$tnev would make fatisfaclion by building of Churches 
andMonilleries, &c. and endowing teem with lands, ren>s, and other 
levenewcs, by meanes whereof thole * hich traded like Marchants in 
Ihofe many waters , the kingdome ol tht Beaft grew rich and wealthy. 
and became the great nun of the earth.

Luirig* This was not the condition of Chrift and hii Difciples, the 
Lord himfelfe had not whereon to lay his head , bur in that refpeel was 
more deftitute then Foxes which haue holes,ind then Birds which haue 
•ells: hisDifciples wanted gold and filver , andhadnocertainedwel- 
Ung place i whence therefore had this generation their lands, liuings, 
and Lordfliips } Their Callles, Manners , Houfes and Princely Palaces? 
It will bee faid of the donation and gift of Emp<rours, Kings^nd other 

Sreat States, and ot the charitable deuotion of all forts of people: But 
ow were people brought to bee fo full handed ro this generation ? To 
bring this about much fiight.craft and nimblenefle of wit was vfrd-fir ft 
people were made to belceue , that what they gaue to the Church was 
to the maintenance of the MiniHerie of the GoTpell , and for the com- 
fort and rehefe of the poore , and therefore fhould be a facrihee fo well 
pieafmgtoGod, and meritorious , as that it Ihould receiue great re* 
ward athis hands , herewith thc mindes ot religious and devout people 
werefo much moued , that they thought nothing too much to giue to 
cneChurch, by meanes whereof Churches began to grow rich. Se- 
condly people were made to belceue that the worfmpping ot Ima- 
60s and rehekes of Sunts, and building of Churches, Chappels, On 
tones.&c. and endowing them with Lands, Tenemcnr$,Parfonaee and 
Vicarage houfes, &c. was an erTcClwall way to haue favour wifh the 
bunts , and to procure their prayers and interccflion for them : By 
thele,andriich like meanes this wylicand crafty generation deluded the 
people , and made themfelues rich , and robbed Chritt of his honour, 
Who onely n our Advocate co God, And furthermore, they gathered in

Here is declared of whom the Prelates and Clere'e haue received 
their fniriruaULordfliips, power, authorise and iunPifticn , to dt vife 
andmikerpmtiullLawcsandCannns ; toercftfpiriwll Coiim, and 
create Offices to beare tule and ex. rcife dominion overt** N'tiors, 
euen from the dmell : th^y haue not any lawful! authori, ie from God, 
bur an vfurped authority from th^diuf II, whofr wflruments thev are 
to advance his kingdome , and to perfecute the Saints.which obey God 
rather then m^n. , . 

And here wee may obfrru* that thev are rightly called fpinruall 
lords , bscaafc origiually they proceed from that Prince that ruleth in

withdll , in dead of fpicttuall Lotds, Lawes , Courts and Officers, call 
them ipirituall wickcdnelTes ', and fo wee giue them their right titli ;

wicnerling what they bee , wtallle z^'mH them , and noc fubmic vnto 
them . but Hand fair in that liberty u bercwih Chrift hath made vs free,

Further hhn faith, rhat he ft* one of the heads of the Beafi as i\ xnre Vef.x. 
Wounded to death , and hts deadly vound %*s healed , and all the wold ten- 
dered after the Beap. 

By this H ad , which was as it were wounded to death , was fignifi- 
<;d the reviving of Pnrfthood , the my Iterie whereof, in few words, is 
this. The workeri of iniquitie in this Antichrittian Kingdome , ha- cc 
Ving ordained this order of miniftery called Priellhood ( whether it " 
Were in imitation of the lewes or Heathen it is doubtfull)but certaine t( 
it is, rhat becaufe it wanted «xternall facrifices, it came lhort bo'h of « 
the Iewiih PrteOhood ; and alfo of the Heathen, fo that it was a lame " 
and wounded Prietthood , and was not refpecled. In time it camo to " 
paffe that they found out a facrifice ( as is to bee ferne in their Matte- 
booke ) which was the tranfubftantiating of bread and wine, into the 
VtryBodieandBloudof Chrift, really and fubftantially ( as they vfe 
fofpeakcand teach) and being fo tranfubftantiated ro offer it vp ynro 
Cod a facrifice propitiatoiie both for quick and dead. Thus the woun- 
ded head ot Priellhood was cured and revived , and fo became the 
worlds wonder, as now it followeth to bte declared 3 according as 
M»»herewitnctTeth : 

tyind ait thcytorld xtondied afttr the Beajl. That is, The people of the 
Nations hailing this Priefthood fet over them, and commended unto 
them to bee of fuch power and dicnitie, as that they could make them 
a vifible God , not onely to behold with their eyes , and looke vpon . 
but alfo to eate, and that their maker and redeemer to their everlailing 
falvition : And being fo effectually deluded as that they bel«ued thdc 
lyes , hereupon they.wondrcd and followed the Beaft. Well might 
they wonder to fee bread, and talte bread , where was no bread , and 
to fee wine, and carte wine, where was no wine (for fo were they made 
to beleeut? ) and to eate fleih , anddrinke bloud , and yet neither to fee 
nor talte flelh nor bloud : this was a wonder to wonder at,- and who 
would not follow him for a guide that had power to worke fuch 
wonders?

For the better underflanding of this point,let this be confideredilo 
Che Antichriflian Kingdome they hatte a rule how to proceed in every 
caufe, bur not given them of God, but of their own making.which they 
commonly call the Canon Law f concerning vvhich Law here we may 
learoe by vjrhom it was made,& how long it was inmaking. Thefc ma- 
lf *n u r urp the name of the Church of Chrilt, but the true Church is the 
Kingdom of Chrj|l,and being the Kingdom of Chriftit hath him onely 
for lawgiver, they therefore which under the title of the Chutch pre- 
fo ne to m:kc hwes.arc fitly cV worthily refembled by a Beall : For what 
js more unreafonable then for thofe whofe greatell dignity ,f«lory & hap- 
pines.confiaethin hearing, obeying^ adminiftring of Gods Word.to 
fall from thts,and Lucifer-lketo exalt & oppofe themfelues againft their 
Maker.as thouph they were vvifer U iufter then God,& to addc unto his 
Teftam^nt vvhich is furncient toinHrudt us in all vvifedome, & to make 
the man ol Godperfeftin every good work; and to take from the fame *.7w. 3 .i 7 . 
Tcftament at their pleafure,vvhich is not lawfull to do to any mans te to. 
msnt, without great oftence and injuftice.as the Apoffle flieweth 4 C^.a. 
it. yet this is the way wherein thofe great doers,the authors of the Ca- 
non Lav haue walked It tsfaid of thole Aclors,***rPow*r xwtiven them 
&<. Where fittt vve may oblcrue, that of themfelues they had not this 
power, for then it could not haue been faid to be given them , but given 
them it wat | it is therefore to be coaGdercd who was the giver. Not 
Chn't, hee gaue his Dtfciples no power to make lawes, but gaue them 
charge r a teach beltevers to obferue all things vvhatfot ver he had com- 
mandtd them.it is certain therfore that this power was given them .not 
by God but by menjnamely.by Kings & Princes,forthc ftates & degrees 
of men conaderedjit is plaine, that none can giue power to make lawes 
bur fuch as be Soyewigncs-, by fuch therefore this power to make lawes 
was given unto rhs Beaft. But what (hould moue Sovenignes to cue 
power toBiOsope &Minifte« to make lawea for theChurch^NothincV^ 
rj\v but blind devotion/or f hey being ignorant of God,cV of his Word, 
thought it the bell way ro keep p^ace & unity in the Church.whcras in*

Monethes, It fticweth that the bcafh time is limited. And fang that the 
time is limited , we muft finde that the time of making of the Catholics 
church agreeth with this flint, before we can be fare i that it is the Beaft, 
here represented, wherefore confider that the ecclefufticallltate began 
to make about the yere of our IorJ l }o 4 .(the Ancy tan counlell being the 
firft, whofe conftitutions took the efTecl and force of lawe,\ And made

Thirdly the word 
of God is not fufficient to mike the man ot God perlecl , in every good 
workers the Apoilles fayth.But thus to think, is a horrible errour, Thus 
to fpeake, is wicked blafphemy , an 1 thus to teach, is beltifh iniquitie. 
For how wilit ttand with the glory of 6od,and of our Lord lefus Chtift, 
not to give unto his people a perfect Law and fufe Teftimonie , whrre- 
uato they might tiuft, and whetin they might reft and live by faith , but

muft depend upon other men, to fee as it were with their eyes, and not 
with their owne, and fo to hold their faith in refpelt of other mens per- 
fons, tobeteeve as they beleeve &c, as though Gods people (their lea- 
ders excepted) were notreafonable creatures, but as hearts without un- 
derftinding : But bleffed be our God, wee have a fure word of the Pro- 
phets, which is as a light fliioing in a dark place , wfurumo we (hall do 
well if wee tike heed. Gods people haue no need of unwritten verities, 
mens precepts and traditions/They have furer lights to walk by then the 
Writings of the Schoolemen,and other writers of auntie nt times,- They 
haue furer Rules and fighter Teftimonies, wherby to decide and end 
controversies aud doubts , then the determinations or counfells , and 
Popes decrees,and they which fpeake to the contrary ,open their mouth 
to blafpheme againft God. Concerning blafpheming the name of God, 
amongft other attributes or titles whereby he is fett forth unto us, he is 
called the Holy one ofjftael, and the high Prieft in Ifrael did beare this in- 
fcription upon his forehead graven in gold,Ho(ynrjfrto the Lord, Firft ther- 
fore we may truely and boldly fay of the Lord, that Holy is his name, 
Secondly we may likewife truely and boldly affirme, that to give the ti< 
tie of Holyntffe unto any unholy prophaneand abhominablc thing, is to 
blafpheme the name of God ; Buc thus the Beaft hath done many and 
fundrie wayes.

Chrift is prefent there hath God put his name , there he is to be foughtj 
and there hee may bee found , and there is his Tabernacle. To come 
togt ther in the name of Chrift, is when Gods people ioyne themfelues 
together in a fpiri uill body politicke , feparated from the common 
multitudes of knowne unbeleevers , to the end to meete together lor 
the mutuall edification and comfort one of another, by dottnne, brea- 
king of bread and prtyer,and to pradtife all other Ordinances or Chrift 
fetdowneinhisTeftarnent, asthev thai! haue occafion : and to com- 
panies of Bcleeuers , hauing fuch fellowfhipand communion one with 
another, the title of the Churches of Chrift doth(in our uie of fpeech) 
properly and of right belong: but for beletvers to doe this apart by 
themfelues is adjudged contempt of authority , factious, novelty, ma- 
ktngot Conven'icl'S and unlawfull AffemblieSjdangetous to the State, 
and not robe fuftcred io any Kingdom? or Common-wealth, an^ fo 
they blafpheme the Tabernacle of God in a high degree ,as if Gods peo- 
ple were a company of ungodly rehels.and wicked confpiratcri; but tf e 
righteous Lord will in due time vifit his people, & rebuke his eiu mies.

Hcthdt letdeth into tdpimtie fall goeitlo edptivitie , he that kflltth with 
the [word mnf heekjlled with the fwori, here is the pdtience 4*4 fdtth of the 
Stint t. 

Here Is (hewed the iuflice or God, who will recompence unto the 
wicked according to the workes of their hands, as they haue meafured 
unto others it (hall bee meafured unto them againei they (hall reape the 
fruite of their unrighteoufnefle to the full : Therefore the Saints and 
fer? ants of God (hould here learne with patience to bcare the Croffc » 
beeaufe the Lord will take their parts , and avenge their bloud upon 
their enemies , and chofe which with patience reft upon the Lord , are 
here recorded for Saints , Htte ir tht ptfientt *nd foith of the Stints. As if 
it were (aid, thofe which patiently indure affliction for the truth , and 
commit their caufs unto God , retting faithfully upon him, are thereby 
tryed and made manifeft to the world , to bee the Saints and Servants 
of God , that in Cure hope of a time of refrefhing, chufe to endure 
captivitieandthefword, rather then they will ( to haue peace with 
the world ) together with the world wormip the Bead. 

Thus much concerning the firft part of this Cjaprer » and of that 
power and promotion which the Prelates and Clergie crope up Unto 
before the exaltation and fupremacie of the Pope. The ayftrrie of

AS in the former part ei this Chapter, the Prelacieand Clerpe its 
eenerall. who under the tide of the Catholike Church Mill rant, 
cialted 
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enalted themfelues to work ioiquitle , and bring the Nations into cap- 
thritie and bondage to their traditions, wcte refembled by a feven- 
headedBeaftt fohere, after much ftriting amongft themfelues who 
Qwuld be the chief e and grcatcft, not being content with their former 
riches , honour , and earthly promotion.but afpiring highcr,at laft the 
Prelate of Home in particular, attained to this title and dignitie , to be 
Chrifts Vicar, Peters fucceffor , andunivcrfaUBiftiopj and nnder that 
Title pretended a faint (Te of power and fupremacie over all perfons and 
caufes, and therefore is here refembled andfoie-fhewcd by a Beai^&c. 

t?irll 4 whereas it is faid of this Beaft that it came up out of the earth, 
thereby is ugnified, that the high degree and dignitie whereumo the 
Prelates of Rome haste afpired , and exalted themfelues , is not from 
heaven , it is of the earth, earthly ; it is a plant which our heavenly Fa- 
ther hath not planted, and therefore (hall in the end be rooted out. 

Concerning the comming up of this Bf aft , it is to be minded, that 
the Minifters of the word of God (of which rankc of men this Beaft 
beaftcth himfelfe to be the cheife } if they were in their right kinde 
Should be ai the Starres of heaven » lights and guides unto others: But 
at the opening of the « /ixth Seale \ ohn faw the Starres fall from heaven * ^$v,f . jj. 
Co the earth , as a fig tree cafteth her greene rlgges when (he is fltakeo of 
a mighty winde $ whereby was ngnifted, that the Minifters of the word 
of God would in time degenerate and goe out of kinde, they would, 
contrary co the ApoftleS rule, (et their affections on earthly things, they 
would for filthy lucre make Marcbandize of the people and Word of 
God { they would gather riches, and grow wealthy by the wages of un- 
righteoufnefle , and fo become the great men of the earth : all which 
jsTuldlled and come to pafle, as all may fee that are not wilfully blindc. 

Among the reft of the fallen Starres, to one was given the key 
of the bottomlefte pit , J^v. j. 1. whereby was ilcnified that power 
and preheminence mould be given to one of the fallen Starres aboue 
the reft t which thing was effected and came to pafle, when Phot* be- 
ing Empcronr he promoted Banifttt then Prelate ot Rometobeuniver- 
lad Btfhop , and to haue power and jurifdiclion over all other Bifhops .- 
Which thing when Mm* had done , this tAotddon King of Locutts , 
With the reft of the brood of the bottomeleflfe pit that fucceeded him, 
who had the opening and (hutting of Purgatory at their plcafure/o pre- 
vailed in time , that they exalted themfelues aboue Emperoun and 
Kings j which thing they could never haue done , had they not firft be- 
fotted the Nations in blincje devotion to impoverish themfelues te feed 
thefe Locufls under the title of the Church, and in hope of meriting 
thereby , and to be releafed from their finnes^ and from the fuppofed 
paines of Purgatory : For had the Pope, that Prelate of Rome,been as 
deftitute of worldly wealth, and as well iurniflied with fpiriruall grace, 
nFeterind lohn were when they went up fhto the Temple to pray, ^jjmJ. 
and healed the lame man , he had never fet his foote upon the Empe* 
rours neck. For as much therefore as the Rosniih Prelate from a meane 
• C v " aid 
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and lowly eftate and degree in the world , hath crqpc up and been ettV 
ted aboue Kings and Emperours : and feeing worldly wealth and richea 
liaue been the mcanes whersby he hath got the preheminence, very fig* 
niticantly was this upltart rcfembled and prcfigurcd,by a Bead conning 
up out of the earth. 

Agatne, it isfaid of this B?aft, thu it had two Homes like the 
Lamb: By Homes in the Scripture is ufutfly fignified power and autho- 
rity , and by the Lamb is m? ant Chrirt lefus, who had all power in net* 
van and earth given to hmi^t&.iS.il So chat hereby was (hewcd.that 
the Prelate of Rome would challenge and nfuipe great power and au- 
thority which he perfwadeth the woilddoth belong unco him , as be- 
ing Chrirts Vicar , and under this pretence ufurpeth a two-fold power 
and jurtfdiclion , both Civill and Ecclefiafticall, not in earth onely.

And thus may the Begft 
in this bee knowne by his voyce , likewifc in divers other particular 
blafphemous fpeeches and divelifli doctrines.

In that this Beaft is faid to exercife, „41l the power of tht frfl Bedf 
before him , thereby was Signified , That what the firft Bt aft could doe 
by her motherly authority and power under the ufurped rifle and name 
of the holy Church , the fame could this Bear? doe , by the authority 
& power of his fatherhood under the title & pretence of Chrifts Vicar, 
ftttrs furcc/ror t nniverfall Bimop,cVcBut that this Bea,ft may yet further 
bedifcerned.it is faidpf him, That he <*»ftd thi earthed thbfe whieh dwell 
therein to worfhip the fir/} Beafi, tre.ty cauling the e.irth to wormip'the firft 
B -aft, was forefliiwed, that the Pope Would extdt ot the earth (he tentH 
part of the fruits therof for the maintenance of the holy Churcb,& this 
is indeed to worfhip: For as th* paying ot Tithes in the time of the Law 
was a part of the tru? outward worihip of Goi,fo this is the worlhtp of 
thelkaU. And further, by caufiim the Inhabiuma of the eanh alfo to

By fire in this place wasfofe-fhewed thepuniffiment which fhould 
be inflicted on the Saints, which was burning with fire : And in that 
the fire was fayd to come from heaven, thereby was forefliewed, that 
•p/i/.li.r. theludges of the earth, Who are* called Gods, and their feats as the 
Throne of God in heauen,fhould bee fo corrupted by the Pope, as thai 
they fhould beleeue the Saints and Servants of God which refufed to 
obey the Pope and his La wes, to be therefore Heretickt , Schifmat ickf. 
refraftarie, rebellious and difobedientperfoni, and therefore fhould 
condemne them to be burnt to death j this they htue done , thinking 
they did God therein good Tervice , and that it was the iuft iudgement 
of God upon them. Thus he made fire to come dowae from heaven t 
Tor true it is, that the iudgements rightly pronounced by the lawful 
Migiftratesare the iudgements of God , and theit puaifhmeors. Godf 
punifoments , and therefore it is that Maigiftratcs are callcdiGods: but 
feeing Magiflratcs haue beene thus corrupted by the Pope , and tnadf 
to pronounce unrighteous and unjuft judgements, wee are to eftccme 
them as the judgements of the Dragon t and yet ncvcrthclcflc their a«» 
thority and power lawfull and ordained of God. Thus the Beaft decci- 
veth them that dwell on the earth, by rneanesof thofc Miracles (falu> 
focalkd ) which he had power to doe in the fight of tjhc Bead , as ia 
fliewed in iheverfe following.

Thofe which the Bead deccivethare fayd to dwell on the earth, 
that is, haue their affections fet upon earthly things, and not upon 
heavenly , fo that they will not for loue.of tfcc truth forfake their earth- 
ly pofleffions and plcafures : thefe arc rbey which ire deceived by thefe 
lying wonders of this Brad ; but thofe that are ftraogcrs and pilgrimes 
in this world , whofe affc & on* are fet, upon heavenly things , and not 
upon earthly, thefe are not deceived ncr deluded by him ? thefe making 
tryatl of him by Gods word haue found him to be a Iyer and a deceiver, 
and beleeue him not,but takipgtheir hues in their hands , Wilms againft 
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htm to the death, that his power and working is of Satan, and that his 
wonders are lyes. 

And whereas it is fayd , that he had power to doe thefe miraiUs in the 
fght $f$he Beipi therby is consumed ft made manifcit that which before 
as fliewed page at.that this tonne of pcrditioo,the chief darling of his ho- 
Ir catholick Mother, is prefent with her, and in her bofome, and (or her 
take and in her behalf exercifeth his power , fltee retaining Aill h er for- 
meraurhoritte wirhout any diminifhing thereof , as is evidenc unto all 
that are acquainted with the acts of that Church .

HErc we may fee that the Pope by his commanding power, was the 
caefe offering up thislmage ., and for the better and morecieare 
nnderftanding, what this Image is- let us confider a little the pat- 
terne whofe image and likenes it beareth, namely the firft Beaft. 

The firft Beaft. as hath beene {hewed was the representative body of 
the Catholicke Church Militant , confiding or the felefted Prelacy and 
Preifthood of fundry Nations gathered together into one Counccll, or 
Synodc, with authorise to make tewes and canons tor the univerfaU 
Church, to be obferved uniformely of all Nations, under pretence of the 
infurfictency of the Scripture for the government of the Church,and the 
worfhip of God. In like eaannct the Pope (in his wifedoroe feeing it uc- 
eeffary for the good govcrment. maintenance, and upholding of hia 
Iringdome, and the rooting out of tieretickes, and feditious petfona (as 
they call them,) which daylie increafed in every Countrie,)d[d ordey ne 
and command • that in every Province there (houldycrery be held and ' Wit <ani 
krpta Provincial] counfel or Syoode confiding of the Prelats and divers * ,7, « late U n 
other (elected perfoos which (houldlook to thofe mattcrs,tb which Sy. f«*ndHm, 
node he alfo cave power to make lawes' and ordinances , to which the Can, c, .

manner by the fame Dragon was this gift given to the Pope, to giue life 
ci.breathe to this Image ; By life is here meant auihoririe, which it 
the life of a Synodc, without which it is ot no force, and fo this Image 
fliould haue been no more then a very image or picture , and fet up to 
nopurpofe, but the Pope having rccc,ved*it , gaue authority to the 
Image that he fliould fpeake , that is , make and fet forth Canons and 
Lawes j for tofpezk? is founderftood : as for example ; A King is faid 
to fpeake to his fubicdls when he fetteth forth his Lawes and Ptoclaraa- 
tions ; fo this Beaft having made Canons and Decrees, fpeake th to her 
vaiTals and fubjecls by them.

felTcd vaiTalsand fiibiedsare therfore called Catholicks, and whattoever 
they bee. that do either preach or prolefle the C«hi)lick faith, that is , 
bejeeue as this Catnolick Church beleeveth , that it is mother of all 
trueBtleevcrs, that it cannot ene.&c.tbey ate Catholicks, fuchptr- 
fons wherefocver they hue , it they thus btleeue ( although they never 
leceiued the raarke of the Beaft, nor can receiue it ) vet this proft flion 
is enough to entitle them in the right of buying or telling thefe lore* 
laid wates , fuch perfons haue the name of the Bea(t t and therefore they 
may buy pardons of tkeforgiuenefle of part or all their finnes , and ufe 
any of thefe things which they fuppofe neceiTary for their foules health 
( but indeed deflruclion ) yea, after their death they may , for a fummc 
of mony eiven to the forefatd Marchancs by their charitable fuccerTors , 
be releafcd out of Purgatorie: thus, by their owne dcfcription weo 
haue found out the name of the Bead , and who they are that haue re* 
ceived it. .

Vicars, Curat* and Iefutrs are derived. This I underftand eo be the nuot? 
T>er of hit tune , and this expofition agreeth with that to the verfc fol-! 
lowing , where ic is faid , lee him true hath undemanding count the* 
Number of theft?atl. By the number of the Beaft what can bee under- 
flood but the Number of the particular parts whereof he conftftcth * 
And where it is faid , For it it the number of 4 man ; What can bee un- 
derllood but that it beareth the rciemblancc and likencfle of a man ? as 
folio weth to be declared. Thus wee fee who may buy and felt in this 
Kingdom , and who may not. 

Here it wifedome , lei him thdt hdth underfldnding tounl the number of thi 
Bedfl, for it it the number of d mdn , dnd hit number is 666* 

Here is (hewed , full, what is required in fearching out this my fieri*; 
and that is wifedom and undcrftandwg,not fuch as is from beneath, but 
from aboue , which commeth down from the Father or lghts , front 
whom commeth every good and perfect gift, hee it is that gi veth wife- 
dome to the fimple , and the underftanding of his fecrets to thofe that 
fearc him , which (hould teach thofe that defire to know the Myftcrics 
of his will to labour to be fuch as to whom he hath promifed to reveale 
them , then , whatfocver we aske we (hall rcceiue of him , for to fucfc 
faecgiveth liberally and upbraideth not. 

Secondly, here is (hewed a dire&ioq how to irnptoy a nuns wife* 
dom in finding out this My Ceerie , and that is by counting or reckoning 
the number of this Beaft. 

Thirdly, a rcafon why the number of the Beafc is to be counted, I r- 
tnujeititthc number of dmt*\ that is, it agrceth with and is anfwerable to 
the parts of a man , and Co is the more eafily to be found : for as wee 
know the true Church of Chrift is compared in the Scriptures to the 
oacurall body of a man.as in i.Coim t.xt. For 4s the body it one dnd hdth wf- 
ny member t , dnd dllthe members of that one body being many drt one body , fa 
dlfo it Chrifl pfus: And in the 17. verfe,the Apoftle fpeaking of the church 
of Corinth , hee faith : Yeedre the body of Chrift dnd mtmbtrt in pdrtitutdt, 
eye. So in the Ephef.i .11.13. Chrift it given to be hedd ouer dll things , to the 
Church vhith it hit Body. Thus as the true Church is called and compared 
to a body; fo the catholick* aflirme that they oneiy are that church and 
that body , and that the particular parts and members of their church 
are the full number thereof. Now whereas they fay they are the church, 
let us fay they are the Beaft; and whereas they fay, their particular parts 
and members makeup the number of the Church , let us fay their par- 
ticular parts and members make up the number of the Beaft , and fo we 
findethe true interpretation of this Scripture. 

Further t here is fetdowne the number of the Beaft , which is €€6i 
. By this number I do not underfund any fet number , and that the parts 
ftnd members of the Beaft are no more nor leffe , but thereby I under- 
ftand in meant a full and compleate number , as before was (hewed. As 
all the parts and members of a man ioyned together make a whole per- 
teaman, fo doc the particular parts and memoen of the Beaft makes 
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pet feci and entire Beaft*. Thus briefly , according to the ability Which 
God hath given tne , 1 haue gone over this chapter , wherein is briefly 
fet forth the workers of iniquitie which haue, and yet frill doe pre- 
vailc over Gods people , under the title of Minifters of theGofpell 
and Church of Chrift , as they were reprefented under the forme of 
three feve rail Beafts : The fir ft Beaft representing the Generatl Coun- 
cils, or (asthePapifcscattit) the Catholick Church. The fecond 
Beafc representing tfid Pope. And the third Beaft the Provincial! Coun- 
sels which were efrabliflied by the Pope. 

The which three Beafts bearing rule and dominion in thefe times 
whercinto wee are fallen, and being enemies and oppofersof Chrift 
and hi* Klngdome , irdoeh behooue us to know them , to end that wee 
miyefchew them and their cvill wayes, and feek after the tru:h,making 
ftraight fteps unto the Kingdome or God. 

Now that we our felucs may make particular i^e hereof, it is r»e- 
cetTaric for us to examine the Nationall Synnde , orConvocition, eon- 
rifting of the Prelacy and clergieof this Land , who whilft rhey re- 
sniined under the yoke and bondage of the church of Horns, and 
whilft they cxercifcd their power which was ft* ifc given them by the 
pope, for, and in the behaltc of that church and dominion , they 
Were the very Image of the firft Beaft before mentioned : But being 
now feparated from the Pope , and Church of Rome , they thinke (as 
it (hould feeme ) that their fpirituall Pontificall power and authority 
which they exercife is lawfull and warrantable, and to bee fubmittcd 
unto; They being Gathered together boatt themfdues to bee the 
reprefentatiue body of the Church of England, and the true Church 
of Chritl, and that they haue power to make Lawes and Canons for 
governement thereof, and for the worOiip ot God , which all men 
ought to yceld obedience unto , as appeareth by divers of their books 
of Canons. 

Bur wee %tt not to xtkt this upon their word , but to make 
triall thereof by the word of God , whether it be true or falfe. If tho 
word of God did giue them fuch power trnd authority , then indeed 
wee were bound in confeience to yedd all ready obedience to their 
Lawes and Canons : But the moil wife God and di/pofrr of all things , 
who knoweth the vanity of mens mfndcs, would not haue his people 
to hold their faith in. rcfpelt of mens perfons , and at their plea- 
fure to alter and change the fame , and therefore did notgiue ro any 
of his Minifters power to make Lawes in matters of Religion and 
for the worfhipof God, but gaue them power onely to teach the 
Nations to obferue the things which hee had commanded thf m , as in 
the eight and twentieth chapter of M«hew,the nineteenth & t wentieth 
verfes.And the Apoftle Paul biddeih theCorinthuns,i.Cor.it.i. to bee 
follovertof himdt hee followed Chrifl ; And in the fame Chapter hee 
alfo (aUh s Th4tyrbi<bh«M meivrd oftheLord, free itlnaed unto them. xAfa iyi 
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Alfo the Aflembly of the Apoftles and Eldcra of the Church of Icmft- 
Ivm.ihey would not impofe any yoke of bondage upon the Churches 
of Chrift. but held it to be a tempting of God to to doe,as before hatK 
been ftiewed $ And thiaagrecch with that in pr*ir ; i*. ji. m*tfi»e f f 
«>**m»4 yon ufc fend yondoeiri Unm/U/i p«t "<«*'«J ifrcwie, "•'"** 
•MlhnfcfrrAow i By which Scripture* it u pUioe , that thechufeft Mi- 
nirtersof theGofptllhad no fuch power at thefe Prelates prcfumc to 
hiuc % ai we (hall finde by examining their particular Canons and Con- 
ftiiiitionuif which.fot ciamplts,! willencly tiotefotue few oF their law 
and bttt reformed Book , made <Jn t i*o$. in the firft yeere of the Kings 
Maiefties raienc,by which it will be apparanc that thty pafle the bounds 
of thefubK-aaof Chrift, and thac thty haue no power trora him to 
make fuch la * es>but by fo doing they ufurp the place of God to leigne 
in mens consciences, for unto him onely it doth belong to make Lawe* 
in matters of Religion and for thaworfliip of God, to which, men are 
•nely bound to yeeld obedience, without adding, ordctiaOing, and 
that for this their preemption they ire liable to the curie or God, be- 
ing indeed the Image of the Beaft here fpoken of , that is originally 
fprungfrora theDragoo,and hath received power ol Law-making tronj 
him. Concerning thefirit and fecond Canons wherein thty pre*en4 
their aeale for the aboliming of all forrein power repugnant to the m* 
rifdiaion of the Kings Majeflie over the Ecclefiafticill t ftate , he being 
the higher* power under God to whom all men owe moft loyall obedi. 
ence * and that his Maiefty hath the like authority in Cauio Eccl fiaftfo 
call asthe godly Kings hadaroengft the lewei.Torhefc Ido< moil wil- 
lingly Iffent and agree : And further doc dtfire , that ( as the 
Pope) fothc Prclaciewith all their Antichriftian Adherents *focli 
ufurp fpirituall power and fuperiority , abouc the Maietty of . Chnft fo- 
l us , being a Orange and forraine generation , brought in and eftabltuV 
cd in this Land by the Pope of Rome , may alfo bee aboliOud andcaft 
out after him : lor by them the Pope liucs in hope hereafter to be let* 
ved, as he hath been heretofore, to the great vciation of the Kings 
and Princeiot this Land , yea to the ioffc of their Crowne and hues. 
But to be (hort.l will proceed to mention fome ftw of their canons, 
Whereby iniquity is cttablimed for a Law , and their beaftlintlTe difco- 
vered. In the third canon it is cnacled, that whofoever (ball aflrmc the 
Church of England , by Law efltblilhed, noc to be a true and Apoflo- 
licall Church , teaching and maintaining the dextrine of theApofilrs, 
that perfon (hall be excommunicated , iff* f*£lo. That there are feme, 
yea many dc dines of th< ApolHes maintained in the Church of Eng- 
land, I do not deny % fo there are in rhe Church of Rome t Bur that the 
Ecclefiafticail irate, or fpirituall body politick, which is call, d the 
Church of England , which confihVth of A/ch biOiop*, Diocefan Lord 
Biinops , Suffragans, Deanes, Arch-deacons, Prebends, Canons.Chan- 
celiors, Coromiflaries , with the reft or the Clerpie.as heads and quide* 
of that body to go before , and the whole multitude of the Layitie (as 
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Hey call it) which is as the Tayleto follow thofe Heads, that this 
political! Body if theSpoufe and church of Chrift, u they affirmeio 
their feucnth,eigth,and ninthcanons.thatl do deny : For firn\if it were 
true, that they are the Ministers of Chrift and members of the Body of 
Chrilt which is his Church, we fliould finde warrant for them in his 
Tcttament, wherein isfetdowne the Mioitters which heehath fetin 
the Church ,- namely, Apoftles , Prophets, Evangelifts, Paftors and |C(M - 
Teachers , and alfo their office and adminiftration : But in all the new EtbtfA .V 
Teftament, no Arch biOiops nor Lord. bi (bops , no Deanes nor Arch- * ' 
deacons, Prebends, Priefts nor canons , no chancellors nor commuTa- 
ties, and other their court officers, nor any fuch adminiftration as they 
Challenge and execute, can there be found, they are a Orange genera- 
tion that h rifen up out of the earth, for earthly-minded and vaioe men 
haue invented them , and therefore the body which confittcth of them 
cannot of right be acknowledged to be the Body of Chritt , whofe Mi- 
aiders in refpect that rhey are called according to the commandemene 
of Chnft.are from heaven : But it is indeed the Image of the firft Beaft. 
whofe mouh was as the mouth of a Lyon, his body like a Leopard^and 
his feetc as the feete of a Beare , an ongly compounded and deformed 
memfcr And as their names are ftrange, and different from the Minif. 
ters of Chiift, fo is their praclife contruyi they are not fervants to the 
Nockand Church of Chrift, and helpers of their ioy, but they are au- 
thors of their woe , challenging and exerciilng tor dfliip and dominion 
©ver their faith; for in Head of a due adminiftration of the word or 
Cod, they hiue mingl-d a cup of fornication for the people to drinke, 
that is, deviled a forme of booke-worfbip , with orders, rites and cere- 
monies , which they haue iropofed on the people under the title of Di- 
VineService, and which they muftobferue without adding thereto, oi 
taking any thing fomic, as in the 4.67 I. and 14. canons. 

Farther they are not painef ull preachers, but lazy Lords, they are not 
followers of Chrift and of his word, but are contemners thereof, carting 
it behind their backs, and will not be reformed, nor ruled by it, they are 
Lawmakers much lite N'buthadntxtr ,{or „ he wouW <jeftroy a ji f ha 
Would not worOiip Ms golden Image, So wholocvcr doth refufe to yeild 
obedience to their La wes , (halbe moil feverely puni(hcd, as is ptayne by 
di verve penilfies annexed unto their Cannons. 

In confecratinRand ordeynins Preifls,they are like toleroboam,fot 
as he conP crared whome he wouli of the bafijft ol the people , to be 
the Preift* ofthe high places which he had fet up-, fo doc they ordeynt 
for fhe moft Dirt ignorant fellowe* to be their parifti wicfts and inferior 
*l?i ^hi»rein though they doe moft abfurdly, yet will they not be 
font r •cfieled, 1% we may fee Sy the % 7 . Canon, Where it is fayd wAo/ifiw

their fide . they haue not laboured by paine? u preaching to draw men 
to the obedfcrjee of the With , and to the fellowfliip of the Gofpell 
apVtftomthe prophaneafd wicked, that foeake evtil of tne wayesof 
tfteUd > buMhey hau* compelled and in forced all forts of ocople. 
both religious aodptophine, not onely fuch as/care God, but alfo 
fttch as f*are him not, by bodily puniflinenti to be conformable to the

r And for confirmation hereof by the f^ftimonie of their own rnouches, 
tet us but confidertbe estimation which the members of tft^ Church 
haue one of another : Some there are amongft ths'm, who for making 
more conscience of their waies then the reft, aie in deri/ton called 
PuriUnt or Predftdtis ; thefe on the contrary feeing the ungodly coover. 
Cation of the reft of their, brethren , etteeme themas wicked,prcphane, 
catnall and unregenerate men, fuch as (for the moft pa«) V e mockers, 
contemners, andevillfpcakersof the Truth , and in whom is noap. 
pearance of Religion and the feare of God | and therefore they diftin- 
guifh the better fort from tbefe prophane perfons by the name of Pro. 
Jejfon* This is the eftimation which they kaue one of another , which 
js a manifert note that they are not come into the order of the Church 
of Chrift. I deny not but there are many amongft them , that are the 
Saints and Servants of Chrift, that are godly andiealous people, which 
fo farre as they know , they labour to yeeld obedience to the corarnary 
dements of Chrift j and although by meanesot their Guides whic a 
make them to erre and goeaftray, keeping them in ignorance of this 
doftrine , yet it (hall go well with them t Such perfons C I fay ) are fit 
ftones for the buUding of (he Church of Chrjft, but fo Jono: as they re- 
maine in this coofi^fion , rhey can no rhoie. beetai(Uo,be the true vifi- 
blc Church of Chrift , then a heave of flonfis r]tce<t for a buiWiog can 
bee faid to be a houife t therefore they muft be feparated from the wic T 
lced y and placed together according to the ordci 1 prefchM by Chrift 
Ielus , and pradifed by his Apoftks, as jn the new Teftament , before 
theycanbcfocltcerocd.. 

As thefe Prelates will haue this Church of Englaod to be accounted 
the, true Church of Chrift y fo they viftlwueth^ true Church of 
Chrift to be accounted fajfe, fchifma ticall and hwtical^ as in, the ,. lo . 
and x i. Canons ; by which it doth appeare , that if any people feparatc 
Horn this corrupt Church ftare, and ibyne together apart from the 
wicked and prophane , eo walke in all the wayeiarid ordinances of 
Chrift prefcribed in hjs Tellament,acknowledging Chrift lefus to be the 
omsly King,Lord, and law-give^ in. matters of RcligiOoaodtheworOjjp 
of God , which is the true andjrjghjt rule Whet ebv ^Jods pcopUoiight 
to walke, and by fo doing they become indeed the true Churchjof 
Chrift , to whom hee haih promired his prefenceand bleiTipg; yet not- 
withftanding foch perfons are for this to be accounted SchifmatickSjind 
t»be excoraiminicaced ipfofatlo, as holding wicked errouts. Thus they 
open their mouihes wide to fpeakeevillof the waies of God, where- 
hy alio they appeare to be the very Image of the Beaii that bbfphemed 
the Tabernacle of God , as is fhe,wed before upon the fixth veife. 

Further, wherea? the Apoftles didordaine divers ^ldew ip every 
Church,™ whom they gaue charge to fcede the Flock of Chiiil where- 
of (he Holy Ghoft had made them Overfeers : On the contrary thefe

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prelates srlftead of Elders to feed one Hock, they do ordain* on* !d!4 
Prieft to be fed of divers Fl'octaj j that is.fome to haue two,fome toree, 
and fame foure Benefices , and tnii they are not aOiamed to publiftj, at 
appearethinthc4».Canon, by which it it allowed , that Licences and 
Dilpenfatipris (hall be granted to Matters of Ares.and other Graduates, 
to hatiepluralitieot Benefices, fothat they be within the compaJTo 
or 30. miles. 

Concerning their Copes, Surplices, Crofting in Baptifme, and other 
their fooltfh ceremonies, whichthey thcmfclues acknowledge to bed 
things indifferent i yet thofe that rcfufe to ufe them through the ten- 
dernefte of their confcicnces are therefore grcarly afmeled and pcrfe* 
• u Cor, 8- cuted , fo farre are they unlike the Apoltle ( who would not ufe * ne- 
13, ccflarie things that were ofltofiuc to his brethren ) is that they them- 

felues will » not onely ufe thofe things which are unnecefTarie , bur al- 
io in their ufe, iuftty fcandalous andorTcnfiuej yea, and compell their 
brethren alfo to ufe them , which if they refute , they fliafl enjoy nei- 
ther liberty , nor worldly poffeilibns, How unwortljy this their prao' 
tifcis for thofe thac would bee accounted Chriftians, let the world 
iudge : crrrainely , it is fo contrary to Chriftian Charitie , as that it 
is] to be accounted Hcarhcnifti tmriety, and bcallty cruelty, and it 
is as a Marke in their foreheads ro tefttfie unto the world that they are 
thofe which our Saviour Chrift fpeaketh of , that Jbould tome m 
fhetpei etching (that is, pretending themfelues to bee the MiniftersoF 
theGofoell , and fucH as deflre peace and unity ) but htWdrdly are we- 
tting fVolurt : fuch as do fow ftrifc and contention , and by this meahet 
they grow rich , filling therofelues with the fpoyle or their brethren ^ 
whom they perfecute* as Lyons, Beares and Leopards fill therofcluei 
With their prey. ; 

• Thefe, and many other evils by their Canon law eftabliflied , ao<f 
to the diftionour of God and vexation of his people daily pratti'ed, 
haue been much oppofed, and the iniquity ot them fuflkiently mani- 
fefted , but as yet it remaineth like unto the Decrees of the Medes and 
Perftam, that may not bee changed: yea, theyboaft and fay (like 
their old Mother) that without their Lawei the Church of Chrid 
would tun into conlufion;' as if the Tcftament and Lawes of Chrift 
were not fuflficient for thegbveraementof his Church and Kingdome. 
Thus they open their mouthes and rcproath the Almightie ; But hec 
whvfittetb in the heavens laugheth them to fcorne , dndwili vexethemin hit fore 
difcieafir* , if they repent not. 

By thefe few examples of their wicked praelhes , I haue briefly 
ftiewed that this Church of England flill remaineth under the bondage 
of Antichrift.and is ruled artd governed by the Image of the Beaft men- 
tioned in this it. chapter, Which ufurpeth thac power which is ohely 
proper to Chritt fefus. 

And whereas it is objected in the behalf of the Church of England, 
that it is falleftand feparated from Babylon , the uoiyer/aU Church of 

Rome, 
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Romtf , afttd therfore ir is the true Church of Chrift, and needs no other 
reparation. To this I anfwere, that true ir it that thac great Cirie is now 
divided into three parts,** was for <? ftiewed in the i tf.chaprer ©f this pro- 
phecie , and the cities of the Nations ( that is the Naticnall churches, 
wherofthechurchofEnglandisone, ) are fallen from it • butthisisao 
argument that therf or* they are the true churches of Chrift thac arc di- 
vided from Rome, unlt-fTe they be united andjoyned to Chrift, and fra- 
med and builr together according to the patrcrne prtferibe d in his Ttf- 
lamcnt . It is indeed an argument that their kingdome ihall not long 
fiami, as our Saviour Chrift teacheih, M4t.11. Every kjngdome divided a- 
gain[i n ftlf, h brought to defolation : and every Citie or Houft divided aganfl it 
feif (hall not /fun d. ^ind ,f Satan tafl out Satan, he is divided agab,p himfeif: he* 
fhaUthmhts ^emr/rWf Thus by ihedivifion of this great Cine, God« 
people mav receive comfort andrtjoyce in aflttred hope, that the fall 
. and deltrudfon of Babylon is neere, and that the Lord will (liortly be s- 
▼enged ot their iuiqai(iei t \»hich (hnuld teach us to come cut fr. w iwc»e/r 
them, that we fartakf not of their fynnt, and fa re«i\e 0/ their pta?ues, and to ha\e 
no fellow/hip vith their mftuiifuil Worses ofdatkneffe , but rather rtproove them, 
<nd (Ifd/apiy rtf$ and fabt dgainfl them. So /hall we receive the croy*ne tfMte- 
o*Cntffe t ixhub God the righteom pdtfjbaltgive at his 4t tearing. To *hwe be
